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REPORT. 



Having been deputed' by the Committee of the Banbury 
A gricultural Society to ascertain, by personal investigation, the 
Method of Cultivating Flax in Norfolk, with a view 
to its introduction into this neighbourhood, we have now to 
report the results of our observations and inquiries, confining 
ourselves, as much as possible, to a statement ot facts, and 
expressing our willingness to give any explanation that may 
be required both as to the mode of culture, and the prepa- 
ration of seed into compound for the feeding of stock, &c. 

The first object of our inquiry was, the fitness of the soil 
of this neighbourhood Tor the growth of flax. We ascer- 
tained that it had been successfully cultivated in Norfolk 
both oh a light sand and a heavy clay, and hence we infer 
that large crops may be obtained from our own lands, due 
attention being paia* to the time and method of cultivation. 
Flax is generally sown after wheat. If planted early, it 
comes off the land soon enough to obtain a crop of stubble 
turnips in the same season, but it will not answer to sow flax 
after turnips. In preparing the land for the seed, it is 
usual, if poor, to give it a slight dressing in the autumn be- 
fore the stubble is ploughed, and to work the soil fine before 
the seed is sown. Sowing should be completed by the latter 
end of March or the beginning of April. New seed is to be 
preferred, and the quantity varies from six pecks to three 
bushels the acre, according to the quality and condition of 
the land. The method of sowing, like all new processes in 
husbandry, has been the subject of experiment. We ob- 
served that some farmers had drilled it at six inches, but it 
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was the intention of many during the present spring to try 

it at three. The seed must be laid in as lightly as possible, 

and, as it is a favorite food of birds, careful keeping is ne- j 

cessary until it is well out of the ground ; and then the 

growing crop must be kept perfectly clean. Much judgment 

must be exercised in gathering the crop. It is important 

that the seed be ripe (and it ripens fast) ; but, on the other 

hand, if suffered to remain too long there will be a great 

loss of seed. It is the practice therefore to begin pulling 

the crop in rather a green state ; and here, at first, it will 

be necessary to employ an experienced hand to superintend 

the labourers, as on this and after management the value of 

ike fibre very much depends. It may also be observed that 

the fibre is not injured by permitting the seed to become 

sufficiently ripe. It is considered a good crop if from five 

to six sacks of seed, and from fire to seven hundred weight 

of flax are obtained per acre ; but this, as in grain crops, 

depends much on the season. The expense of cultivation, 

including the preparation of the flax for spinning, is esti- 
mated at £10 per acre. The implements in use are simple 
and unexpensive, arid a machine for preparing the seed for 

compound is complete. kjtmmimmmmmmmmmmm 

The price of flax varies, according to its quality, from 
£28 to £70 the ton. A sample of Belgian flax was ex- 
hibited at the meeting at Fakenham which cost £140 the 
ton, when a North Walsham manufacturer, Mr. Diman, 
gave it as his opinion that equally good may be grown in 
Norfolk. 

It is not considered that a flax crop exhausts the soil more 
than a crop of white corn (presuming, in both cases, that 

the crops were all taken off), nor to exhaust one soil more v VSv * / N 

than another. The seed, when properly prepared and made % v ^ *v** «. * 

into a compound with grain, pulse, chaff, &c, is equal to J*- ^

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the best oil-cake, both in the straw yard, and for sheep at 
turnips, and the manure is equally good. 

It is of course essential to the profitable cultivation of 
flax crops that the seed be spent in the shape of manure 
upon the land, a condition on which every landlord would, 
as a matter of common prudence, insist. We were informed 
by Lord Hastings that he had a good crop of flax last year 
from a piece of land surrounded by covers, and considered 
fit only for planting buck wheat for game. 

Another important advantage, and which recommends the 
growth of flax to landlords and tenants, independently of the 
means of improving land by a valuable manure, and as a 
source of profit to the farmers, by furnishing nutritious food • 
for fattening stock, &c, is the increased employment it will ' 
afford to a rural population. But it is not within the scope . 
of this report to enter into details. We have explained, as 
briefly as we are able, the Norfolk process of cultivating 
flax, and having expressed our opinion that our own lands 
are well adapted to the purpose, we have fulfilled our mis- 
sion. There are many valuable papers on the culture of 
flax distributed through the agricultural journals, and a< 
cheap pamphlet by Mr. Warnes, contains the marrow of the . 
subject.

No Member of the Association to become a Candidate, or to recommend a Com- 
petitor for any Prize until he shall have been enrolled a Member for the space of Thirteen 
Calendar Months, and paid up his Subscription. 

All Subscribers are considered Members until they signify their wish to withdraw, in 
writing, to the Secretary. Any person desirous of becoming a Member, or Members who have 
have not paid their Subscriptions (due on the day of the Annual Meeting), on or before the 
First of November, each year, will not be entitled to the privilege of recommending claimants 
for rewards for Servants, or be allowed to contend for any Premium offered by the Association. 

The Association reserves to the Committee the power to withold the Premiums entirely, 
if there appeal's not to be sufficient merit in the claims ; but will give their Premiums where 
there appears great merit, although there may be only one claimant for such Premium. 

Any Candidate making wilful misstatements in any Certificate, the Premium shall be 
withheld, and he shall for ever after be disqualified from exhibiting Stock at this Show.

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Oeneral Regulations. 



Candidates for the whole of the Prizes, for which no stipulation is before made, 
must deliver their Certificates to the Secretary, on or before the last Thursday in 
August, each Certificate to be in one of the following Forms, as may be applicable to 
the respective case of each Candidate. 

The Annual Meeting for 1841 will be held on Tuesday 9 the Twenty-first day 
of September ; on which day the Ploughing will commence at Eight o'clock in the 
Morning; the Stock to be Penned at Ten o'clock; the Distribution of the whole of the 
Prizes to take place at One o'clock ; and the Dinner at Three o'clock, at which time 
the Stock will be allowed to be removed. 

The Committee to decide upon all other matters relative to the business of the 
Annual Meeting. The Judges are empowered not to make any Award where they 
may consider the Candidate not worthy of a Prize. 

No Member of the Association to become a Candidate, or to recommend a Com- 
petitor for any Prize until he shall have been enrolled a Member for the space of 13 
calendar months, and paid up his Subscription. 

All Subscribers are considered Members until they signify their wish to withdraw 
in writing; to the Secretary. Any person desirous of becoming a Member, or Mem- 
bers who have not paid their Subscriptions (due on the day of the Annual Meeting), 
on or before the First of August following, in each year, will not be entitled to the 
privilege of recommending Claimants for Rewards for Servants, or be allowed to con- 
tend for any Premium. 

The Association reserves to the Committee the power to withhold the Premiums 
entirely, if there does not appear to be sufficient merit in the claims, but will give their 
Premiums where there appears great merit, although there may be only one claimant 
for such Premium. 

Any Member making wilful misstatements in any Certificate, the Premium shall 
be withheld, and he shall J>e excluded from being a Member of this Association.

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GENERAL REGULATIONS. 
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Candidates for the whole of the Prizes, for which no stipulation is before made, mast deliver 
their Certificates to the Secretary, on or before the last Thursday in August, each Certificate to be 
in one of the foregoing Forms, as may be applicable to the respective case of each Candidate. 

The Annual Meeting for 1844 will be held on Tuesday, the Seventeenth day of September; on 
which day the Ploughing will commence at Eight o'clock in the Morning ; the Stock to be Penned 
at Ten o'clock ; the Distribution of the whole of the Prizes to take place at One o'clock, and the 
Dinner at Three o'clock; at which time the Stock will be allowed to be removed. All Stock, Boots, 
&c., &c., intended for exhibition, must be in the yard bejobb ten o'clock in the morning. 

The Committee to decide upon all other matters relative to the business of the Annual Meeting. 
The Judges are empowered not to make any award where they may consider the Candidate not 
worthy of a Prize. 

No Member of the Association to become a Candidate, or to recommend a Competitor for any 
Prize until he shall have been enrolled a Member for the space of Thirteen Calendar Months, and 
Paid up his Subscription, and his Entrance Fee. 

Any Person exhibiting more animals than one for either of the Premiums, shall (if required by 
file .Stewards) declare which it is he means to compete for the Prize. 

All Subscribers are considered Members until they signify their wish to withdraw, in writing, 
to the Secretary. Members who have not paid their Subscriptions (due on the day of the Annual 
Meeting), on or before the First of August following, in each year, will not be entitled to the privi- 
lege of recommending Claimants for Rewards, or be allowed to contend for any Premium. 

The Association gives to the Committee the Power of withholding any of the Premiums, where 
there should not appear to the Judges to be sufficient merit in the claim, but where there appears 
great merit, the Committee may give the Premium, although there may be only one claimant for 
such Premium. 

Any Member making wilful misstatements in any Certificate, shall be excluded the Association, 
and shall not receive any Premium if such may have been awarded to him. 
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RULES. 



I. That any person interested in the prosperity of Agriculture may become a Member of this 
Association, upon being proposed and seconded at one of the meetings of the Committee, by two 
Members of the same, and paying his subscription of not less than Seven Shillings and Sixpence, 
and an entrance fee of Five Shillings.

< IV. That an Annual Meeting be held at Banbury, on the third Tuesday in September, or on 
any other more convenient day that the Committee may appoint. 

V. That the Committee meet on the first Thursday in every month, and at such times and 
places as they shall think most convenient for the purposes of the Association, and any three Mem- 
bers of the Committee are empowered to call special Committee meetings, upon giving seven days' 
notice, in writing, to the Secretary. 

VI. That upon the requisition of ten Members of the Association to the Committee, at any of 
their meetings, they are required to call a special general Meeting of the Members of the Association 
at such time and place as they shall determine upon, giving fourteen days' notice. 

VII. That five Members of the Committee be competent to transact the business of the day. 

VIII. That any Member of the Association may be present at the meetings of the Committee, 
and that the proceedings of the Committee be entered in books to be kept by the Secretary, which, 
together with the Treasurer's accounts, may be inspected by any Member of the Association. 

IX. That in the absence of the President, the majority of the Committee present shall appoint 
one of the Committee Chairman for the day, who shall take the votes of the Committee; and in case 
of an equality of votes, the Chairman shall decide. 

X. That at the general Annual Meeting the Committee make a report of their proceedings, 
and the accounts of the Treasurer be likewise submitted to the Meeting. 

XI. That a subscription of not less than Seven Shillings and Sixpence be paid by each 
Member to the Treasurer, on or before the Annual Meeting in each year. 

XII. That no rule of this Association be altered except at a general or special Meeting, and 
any Member intending to propose any alteration must give twenty-one days' notice of such intention 
to the Secretary, which notice the Secretary is required to insert in the books of the Association. 

XIII. That the Officers and Committee of any Agricultural Associations shall be honorary

I. Candidates for the whole of the Prizes, for which no stipulation is before made, must 
deliver their Certificates to the Secretary, on or before the last Thursday in August, each Certificate 
to be in one of the foregoing Forms, as may be applicable to the respective case of each Candidate ;

IX. That in the absence of the President, the majority of the Committee present shall appoint 
one of the Committee Chairman for the day, who shall take tfye votes of the Committee ; and in case 
of an equality of votes, the Chairman shall decide. 

X. That at the general Annual Meeting the Committee make a report of their proceedings, 
and the accounts of the Treasurer be likewise submitted to the Meeting. 

XL That a subscription of not less than Seven Shillings and Sixpence be paid by each Mem- 
ber to the Treasurer, on or before the Annual Meeting in each year. 

XII. That no Rule of this Association be altered, except at a general or special Meeting, and 
any Member intending to propose any alteration must give twenty-one days' notice of sueh intention, 
to the Secretary, which notice the Secretary is required to insert in the books of the Association. 

XIII. That the Officers of the Committee of any Agricultural Association shall be honorary 
Members of the Committee.

NEW REGULATION.— Members who wish to recommend a Candidate for any. Prize, or wish 
to enter any Stock or Boots, are required to write out a Certificate, according to. the Form, and send 
it under caver, sealed up, and marked "Agricultural Association", to the Secretary, on or before 
the day named for each class. 



I. Candidates for the whole of the Prizes, for which no stipulation is before made, must 
forward their Certificates to the Secretary, on or before the last Thursday in August, each Certificate 
to be in one of the foregoing Forms, as may be applicable to the respective case of each Candidate ; 
and it is required that every person to whom a Prize is awarded should attend personally at the 
Annual Meeting to receive the same ; or, in case of unavoidable absence or illness, some person duly 
authorized must attend to receive it on their behalf; otherwise, it shall be lawful for the Committee 
altogether to withhold the Peemium. 

U. The Annual Meeting fat 1849, will be held on Tuesday the Eighteenth day of September ; 
on which day the Ploughing will commence at Eight o'Clock in the Morning ; the Stock to be 
Penned at Ten o'Clock; the Distribution of the whole of the Prizes to take place at One o'Clock * 
and the Dinner at Three o'Clock ; at which time the Stock will be allowed to be removed. All Stock 
Boots, &c., intended for exhibition, must be in the yard befobe tee o'Clock in the morning. 

HT. The Committee to decide upon all other matters relative to the business of the Annual 
Meeting. The Judges are empowered not to make any award where they may consider the Candi- 
date not worthy of a Prize. 

IV. No Member of the Association to become a Candidate, or to recommend a Competitor for 
any Prize until he shall have been enrolled a Member for the space of Thirteen Calendar Months 
and paid up his Subscription and his Entrance Fee. 

V. All Subscribers are considered Members until they signify their wish to withdraw, in writing 
to the Secretary. Members who have not paid their Subscriptions (due on the day of the Annual 
Meeting), on or before the First Thursday in September following, in each year, will not be entitled 
to the privilege of recommending Claimants for Bewards, or be allowed to contend for any Premium. 

VI. The Association gives to the Stewards the power of withholding any of the Premiums, where 
there should not appear to the Judges to be sufficient merit in the claim, but where there appears 
obbat mebit, the Committee may give the Premium, although there may be only one Claimant for 
such Premium. 

VTI. The Secretary to be furnished by the Masters of all Labourers and Servants recommended 
to compete for any Premium, with a Certificate of the general good conduct of the Servants and other 
particulars, on or before the last day of August, 1849 ; such Certificates to be open to the inspection 
of any Member of the Association. 

VTJJL Any Member making wilful misstatements in any Certificate, shall be excluded the 
Association, and shall not receive any Premium, if such may have been awarded to him.
